DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendments 

Applicant's amendment filed on 3/2/2004 has been considered and entered. As 
a result of amending claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 8, 12, 13, 14, and 18, all rejection and objection in 
the previous office action have been overcome. 

Specification 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 are allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-18 
are allowed over the prior art of record. The prior art fails to teach or suggest a method 
and an apparatus for encoding digital image improved by requantization of a 
predetermined subbit plan that implement a technique of coefficient bit modeling mean 
for carrying out coefficient bit modeling by using quantized coefficient; and digital image 
is divided into a plurality of subband while in conversion by digital to analog converter.
